Prior to the war public opinion had 
great faith in forts and fortresses. 
Probably the outward and visible signs 
of strength had a good deal to do with 
this. Many military authorities for a 
long time have been questioning the value, 


fortresses which could be surrounded. The 
shutting up and surrender of Bazaine’s 
army in the fortress of Metz at the time 
of the Franco-Prussian war had a good 
deal to do with this doubt. 

On the whole, however, military opinion 
bas inclined to the belief that it is not 


the principle of having strong points, 


from which an army can operate or upon 
which it can fall back which is at fault, 
but that the methods of making these 
pointe strong has not kept pace with the 
methods of attacking them. 

The rapid capture by the Germans of 


the Belgian fortresses has inclined pub- 


lic opinion to the deltef that the dey of 
the fortress has passed. 


Hard to Form Conclusion. 


As in most questione connected with 
the war, the amount of exact data on 
hand is entirely too limited for any defi- 
nite conclusion to come to as yet. 

Standing apparently in direct opposi- 
tion to the rapid fall of the Belgian fort- 
resses is the fact that the French forti- 
fied line along their eastern frontier has 
so far not been overthrown by the 
mans where they have come in contact 
with it. 


It is @ typical fortress ‘on a large scale 


of the period of the last twenty years of 
the nineteenth century. In the center is 
a large citadel built of brick, surrounded 
by an outer parapet of earth with con- 
erete magazines and emplacemente for 
the guns.
